Though Station B, of the Atlanta post- 
office, was conmppletely wiped out by the 
terminal district fire, Atlantans have 
not experienced the slightest inconve- 
nience in sending and receiving mali.

gett had practically arranged for the 
minute detail work of his force serving 
Station B. 
By adding thirty 
and taking thirty minutes from another 
force he made a table in the main office 
do what two tables—one tn the main 
office and one in Station B—had been 
doing. It ‘was a crowd. But lFostmas- 
ter .Blodgett had had a crowded work- 
ing space before—even ‘before Station 
KB was opened a few years ago—to re- 
lieve the congestion at the ymain office.

Greensboro, N. C.. May 26.—Today’s 
session of the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church began 
with a devotional service conducted by 
Rev. Henry Austin, of. Texas. The 
hearing of the case of Bennett H. Young 
against the synod of Kentucky, in the 
matter of the Central university, at 
Danville, Ky., Occupied almost the en- 
tire morning, and was not concluded 
when the !:30 o'clock recess was taken. 

Colonel Bennett H. Young, represent- 
ing the complainant, spoke for 45 min- 
utes. He was followed by Colonel 
Thomas H. Bullitt, representing the 
synod, in a speech of one hour and a 
quarter, and then Colone! Young had a 
rejoinder of 30 minutes. Colonel Young 
contended that the general assembly had 
the right to rebuke the action of the 
synod of Kentucky in making the board 
of trustees of Central university a self- 
perpetuating body. Colonel Bullitt de- 
nied the authority of the assembly in 
the premises upon ground that the mat- 
and 
that the action of the Kentucky synod is 
based upon authority in charter granted 
by the legislature of Kentucky. The 
debate between the two Kentucky col- 
onels was vigorous and earnest. At the 
close of his rejoinder, Colonel Young 
said: 

“Christian education

The 
roll ‘was called and every member given 
the opportunity to express his views 
upon the matter, two minutes being al- 
lotted to each, and the most of the 212 
members responded, extending the ses- 
sion an hour and a half beyond the re- 
ce8s period. 

The investigation developed a rather 
peculiar situation. The synod of Ken- 
tucky formed an alliance with the 
Northern church for joint. control of 
Central unbversity, at Danville, Ky., and 
under a charter secured from the legis- 
lature of Kentucky formed a self-per- 
petuating board of trustees, and under 
the arrangement obtained a donation 
from the Carnegie fund, such donations 
being made only to colleges of non-sec- 
tarian character. 

A nunrber of speakers took the posi- 
tion that to act Squarely with refercnce 
to the Carnegie fund would place the 
college beyond the control of the Pres- 
byterian church. Some objected to se- 
cularizing the school for the sake of 
Carnegie money. Others contended that 
the arrangement amounted to diverting 
funds donated by members of the 
church with the understanding that the 
college would rematn a southern Pres- 
byterian educational tInstitution. Some 
thought the synod of Kentucky legally 
right, but morally wrong, while others 
commended the action of the synod as 
veing the best arrangement that could 
have ‘been made.

Replying to a statement from Ralph 
Smith, the campaign correspondent of 
The Atlanta Journal, which appeared 
in yesterday’s issue of The Constitu- 
tion, criticising an article by Mr. 
Rogers in Monday's issue of The Con- 
stitution which gave reports of polit- 
ical conditions tn a number of Georgia 
counties vasily different from those 
from the typewriter of Mr. Smith, Mr. 
Rogers has furnished The Constitution 
a statement.

making any persona! allusions, now 
that Mr. Ralph Smith has answered 
Over his own signature, there are some 
references in his reply which | believe 
deserve notice. 

“In the first place, it will be remem- 
bered by those who read my article 
that I very frankly and 
stated in the opening paragraph that I 
had visited the two counties in ques- 
tion as a representative of the Brown 
state campaign committee.

Ordinance Committee Rec- 
ommend Necessary Leg- 
islation to Council, 


The ordinance committee yesterday 
afternoon decided to recommend to 
council the passage of the ordinance 
which provides for the appointment of 
a man to superintend the public parks 
of the city. 

That this office will add little addi- 
tional expense to the city, and will im- 
prove to a great extent the conditions 
of the city parks, is the opinion of the 
members of the ordinance committee. 

The provisions of the ordinance, as it 
was amended ith the committee room, 
@re that the new superintendent shall 
also be secretary to the park board, 
and shall senve under the title of “‘sec- 
retary and general manager” of the 
park board, at a salary of $1,800 per 
year. It was contended by Alderman 
Hancock that ‘by the creating of this 
office that the city would secure more 
Satisfactory work, and would save the 
salary of the officer In the appropria- 
tions to the parks. 

The ordinance, as revised, 
vides that the members of the park 
board shall be elected for a_ term of 
three years, and that one-half shall re- 
tire at a time, thus leaving always ex- 
perienced members on the board.
